REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all of the limitations recited in the base 
claims, including the combination of a light emitting element comprising: a first layer 
generating a hole (or p-type) ; a second layer for generating an electron (or n-type); and 
a third layer comprising a light emitting substance; wherein the first layer is physically in 
contact with the first electrode , and wherein the light emitting element emits light when a 
voltage is applied between the first electrode and the second electrode such that a 
potential of the second electrode is higher than that of the first electrode .
